But it was not maintained in 
the winter of 1946-47, and the 
European economy suffered a se- 
rious setback. Coal continued in 
short supply and the lack of it 
curtailed industrial production. 
Food and other commodities re- 
mained scarce and the prices of 
food and primary products rose. 
The foreign exchange resources of 
the participating countries had, 
therefore, to be drawn upon heav- 
ily. An exceptionally severe win- 
ter was followed by a long drouth 
which intensified these difficulties, 
so that by the summer of 1947 the 
earlier hope of a quick recovery 
had receded. 

Foreign Exchange Crisis. 

3. As the work of the Committee 
of Co-operation was proceeding, 
the foreign exchange crisis con- 
tinued to gather momentum, A 
number of countries had to im- 
pose further import restrictions, 
except for the purchase of cereals, 
coal and other essential supplies. 
Action on similar lines is likely 
to become necessary in the near 
future in most of the participating 
countries, 

The early recovery is now halted 
and the crisis is deepening. The 
circumstances in which the report 
has been drawn up give it the 
character of an initial report. To 
dea] with any amendments which 
appear desirable it may be neces 
sary to publish supplementary re- 
ports which take account of the 
development of the international 
economic situation. 

4. The purpose of the report is 
to formulate an economic recovery 
program for the participating 
countries which is aimed at put- 
ting Europe on its feet by the end 
of 1951. This recovery program 
ig based upon four lines of action: 


A. A strong production effort 
by each of the participating 
countries, 

B. The creation of 
financial stability. 

C. The maximum  co-opera- 
tion between the participating 
countries. 

D. A solution of the problem

5. The participating countries 
are normally dependent on a large 
volume of imports—raw materials, 
feeding stuffs and, in certain 
cases, food—from the rest of the 
world. 
Traditionally these were paid 
for partly by export of goods and 
services and partly by income 
from overseas investments. Be- 
cause of the dislocation caused by 
the war, import needs are tempo- 
rarily larger than normal, invest- 
ment garnings have been reduced, 
and exports have not yet been able 
to attain the level to redress the 
balance.

6. The report assumes a high 
degree of self-help by the countries 
concerned and mutual help be- 
tween them, In order to ascertain 
what could be achieved, technical 
committees were set up to make 
a special examination of agricul- 
ture, fuel and power, steel, timber 
and transport, together with the 
related industries, such.as agri- 
cultural and mining machinery, 
and the general problem of man- 
power, The recovery program is 
designed to achieve the following 
total results by 1951: 

<I) Restoration of prewar 
bread, grain and other cereal 
production, with large increases 
above prewar in sugar and po- 
tatoes, some increases in oils 
and fats, and as fast an ex- 


(V) Increase of crude steel 
production by 80 per cent above 
1947 to a level of 55,000,000 tons 
or 10,000,000 tons (20 per cent) 
above 1938. 

(VI) Expansion of inland 
transport facilities to carry a 
25 per cent greater load in 
1951 than in 1938, 

(VII) Restoration of prewar 
merchant fleets of the partici- 
pati countries by 1951., 

(VIII) Supply from European 

production of most of the capi- 

tal equipment needed for these 
expansions. 

The various countries have 
undertaken to use all their efforts 
to develop their national produc- 
tion in order to achieve these 
targets. ~ 

Of particular importance are 
the French and Italian grain pro- 
duction programs, which aim 
at recovering prewar levels by 
1951, and the United Kingdom coal 
production program, which 18 
designed to exceed the prewar level 
by 1951. These production pro- 
grams, taken as a whole, repre- 
sent an expansion of output 
similar in general scale to that 
achiéved by the United States in 
the mobilization years 1940-44. 
This production effort provides the 
foundation for a sound and work- 
able European economy. 
Financial Stability Problem. 


7. The creation of internal fi- 
nancial stability in certain coun- 
tries is a necessary condition for 
the accomplishment of their pro- 
duction programs and under- 
takings have been given by the 
countries concerned to apply all, 
necessary measures to lead to the 
rapid achievement of this stability. 
The quick success of stabilization 
will, to a very large extent, de- 


ance being available during the 
period when stabilization is being 
achieved. No precise calculation 
can be made of the amount re- 
quired without examining the posi- 
tion of each of the countries con- 
cerned at the time when stabfliza- 
tion is undertaken. But from such 
estimates as can be made, the 
amount likely to be required would

8 The maximum use will be 


made by the participating coun- 
tries of their own raw material 
resources, manpower and produc- 
tive capacity.

12. The scale of the problem is 
shown by the combined deficit of 
the participating countries and 
western Germany with the Amer- 
ican continent, which is given in 
the following -tables. The size of 
the deficit is, to a large extent, 
attributable to lack of supplies 
formerly available from eastern 
Europe, southeast Asia and other 
non-European sources, It may be 
possible to meet part of the deficit 
through the International Bank 
for Development and Reconstruc- 
tion, private investment and credit 
operations and, for a few coun- 
tries, by the use of their limited 
available assets.

INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 22—Arch- 
bishop Joseph E. Ritter, while 


serving as Bishop and Archbishop 
of the Indianapolis diocese from 
1934 to 1946, instituted the admis- 
sion of Negro children to the 
Catholic schools of the diocese. 
There was no organized resistance 
to this change, which was ac- 
cepted with little controversy. 

The rule requiring Catholics to 
send their children to parish 
schools was strictly enforced in 
the Indianapolis diocese, not only 
by Bishop Ritter, but by his 
predecessors. The penalty for dis- 
obedience to this rule is denial 
of the sacraments, and this was 
applied in some individual cases, 
by the successive heads of the 
diocese, including Bishop Ritter.

They were pa- 
roled after serving three and one- 
half years. Announcement of 
their parole led to demands by 
Representative Fred 
(Rep.), Illinois, for an investiga- 
tion of the paroles and disclosure 
of the names of persons interced-. 
ing for them with the parole 
board. 


In announcing the names today, 
Lyons said: “The files of the board 
show no record of irregularities 
in the proceeding, no improper ap- 
proach made to the board nor any 
undue influence contributing to 
the board’s judgment which was 
unanimous.” 

Lyons, long time pardon attor- 
ney in the Justice Department, 
became chairman of the parole 
board a week ago, succeedi 2

P. C. A. Joins in Demand for Special Session 
of Congress Veterans Group Warns 
of Boom and Bust. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 (AP)— 
Three national organizations have 
demanded prompt legislation for 
Government controlg to deal with 
prices, aid to Europe and inflation 
dangers.

Shortage of manpower ham- 
pered the full operation of this 
program, but much useful work 
was done, which included the 
preparation of many plans for the 
future. 

Urged Joint Approval. 

In the Caribbean we shared 
these plans. Both before and af- 
ter the Base-Lease Agreement, I 
urged a joint approach by both 
the British and ourselves to im- 
plement the recommendations of 
the West Indian Royal Commis- 
sion report and the Taussig report 
on our West Indian possessions. 
These efforts led to the establish- 
ment of the Anglo-American 
Caribbean Commission, I felt that 
this area which was in our front 
yard and related to our coastal 
defense might be used not only to 
improve conditions for the in- 
habitants of the islands, but also 
to develop new niethods to raise 
standards of living in* other co- 
lonlal and non-self-governing ter- 
ritories.

The German offensive was a 
masterful strategic and tactical 


It was brilliantly conceived and 


mounted, the timing, place, and 


weather were perfect, and the in- 
itial execution of a high order. 

Further, the enemy achieved his 
initial objectives. Strategically, he 
unhinged the winter drives the 
Allies were about to launch and 
forced them to assume the de- 
fensive. Tactically, he effected 
spectacular surprise and inflicted 
tremendous losses, 

The significant fact of their of- 
fensive is not that it was a des- 
perate gamble, but that, although 
in their last extremities, they were 
still able to mount such a vast op- 
eration and to launch it so suc- 
cessfully. The gamble was mad, 
but masterful in its madness. 

For six black days it looked as 
though Hitler’s mad gamble might 
succeed. The offensive was spear- 
headed by a typical Nazi tactic— 
“Operation GREIF” (means 
“grab”). 

“Operation GREIF” consisted of 
two special units. One, about 700 


parachutists, dropped behind Al- 


lied lines in the Malmedy sector. 
The other, approximately the same 
size, in United States uniforms and 
vehicles, raced ahead of the Pan- 
zers. Mission of both groups was 
to spread confusion and panic be- 
hind United States lines and to 
disrupt resistance. 

A sideline was assassination. Ac- 
cording to PW (Prisoners), Gens. 
Eisenhower, Bradley and Patton 
were the targets. 

The German offensive failed 
of its major objects for three 
reasons: 

The imperishable heroism of 
thousands of First Army sol- 
diers, white and black, who spent 
themselves selflessly to hold their 
ground against overwhelming 
numbers, thus blunting the on- 
rush of the enemy’s main thrust. 

Third Army’s lightning assault 
against the Germans’ south flank 
that first shattered their west- 
ward advance and then ham- 
mered them back, mauled and 
decimated, into Germany. 

A miraculous five-day break 
of clear weather, Dec. 23-27, that 
enabled the Air to devastate the 
Germans on the advance and 
make a shambles of their sup- 
ply routes in the rear. 

Air operations in this period 
were one of the desisive factors 
in turning the tide in the Battle 
of the Bulge.

All those tempted by third party talk, how- 


ever, are not extremists of the Left or Right. 
Discontent has been slowly seeping into the body 
politic. The more abundant life—promised in 
four-color advertisements throughout the war— 
did not materialize with the dropping of the last 
bomb. Instead of entering a palace of glisten- 
ing gadgets, G.I. Joe went to live with his moth- 
er-in-law. And while he harbors hate because 
of housing, she protests against prices. 

There is, all in all, enough dissatisfaction to 
be noticed by the public opinion polls and to 
turn out a crowd when Wallace hires a hall. But 
it is much easier to make a showing in an audi- 
torium than in the electoral college. As a can- 
didate, Wallace probably would not do even as 
well as did the all-but-forgotten Mr. Lemke. Re- 
member 1936? 

There is no sign of that agrarian discontent 
which in the past has always been the strong 
prop of political bolters. Wallace's partisans 
‘may be quick to say that his strength lies in the 
cities. Yet he cannot begin to count on more 
than a fraction of the labor vote. He can count 
only on the left-wingers, and just now unions 
are purging themselves of that element. Most 


labor leaders seem to be back in the Truman 


camp, and men like John L. Lewis would vio- 
lently oppose a Wallace candidacy. 

Nor could a Wallace third party count on the 
liberals, Granted that mugwumps are congeni- 
tally inclined to favor political rebels, the line is 
too clearly drawn this time. Already many of 


them have split away from the PCA to form the 


anti-Communist Americans for Democratic Ac- 
tion. They seem to have come to the conclu- 


sion that third party voting is an exercise in 


futility. Their aim is to advance progressive 


causes within the traditional party setup. 

Only a transcendent moral issue, a great cru- 
sade could break this pattern. And Henry Wal- 
lace is not the leader of such a holy war. His 
inconsistencies and especially his blindness 
toward Russia show him to be a wool-gatherer 
rather than a prophet.

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For Better Federal Pay 


It simply does not make sense that the biggest 
business in the country—the Government of 
the United States—should be a niggardly wage- 
payer. But it is, even if it has yielded somewhat 
to recent pressures. 

There has been such an exodus of capable 
men from Washington in the last few years 
that President Truman has had to speak about 
it time and again. There was his Princeton ad- 
dress and last week came his message to the 
National Federation of Federal Employes, stat- 
ing that Government salaries must be “mod- 
ernized.” Of course, money is not the only 
thing that keeps a man in Washington or drives 
him out. The temper of the times has some- 


thing to do with it, and so has devotion to the’ 


general good. 

Were it not for that motivation, the various 
departments and bureaus would not be as well 
staffed as they are. A federal labor mediator 
is not thinking about remuneration when he sits 
down with union and management representa- 
tives who in many instances get more per day 
than he does per month. Fortunately, the legal 
skill of Department of Justice lawyers is not 
limited by their paychecks; otherwise they could 
not be trusted to conduct cases against great 
corporations defended by batteries of the high- 
est-paid counsel in the land. 

Fortunes have been built on the improvement 
of seeds and other developments such as are 
carried forward day in and day out by scien- 
tists of the Department of Agriculture for a few 
thousand dollars a year. As much can be said 
for the scientists of the Bureau of Standards 
and other agencies. 

Then there are the federal administrators. 


They conduct enterprises as vast as the TVA 
for $10,000 a year.

And 
he is not reviled as a “bureaucrat,” nor is he 
regularly subject to the indignities of congres- 
sional committees.

tempted to sell ability and experience to a 
higher bidder. The laborer is worthy of his hire; 
and in the long run the employer gets just 
about what.he pays for.

The Pastoral Letter 


In a most unusual action, Archbishop Ritter 
has warned Catholics that they would incur ex- 
communication if they take civil action to pre- 
vent him from carrying out an ecclesiastical pol- 
icy. The Archbishop's statement, contained in a 
pastoral letter read yesterday in all churches of 
the diocese, refers to a protest made by several 
hundred Catholics against an order admitting 
Negroes to Catholic schools. These people had 
planned to apply for a court injunction restrain- 
ing the Archbishop from carrying out his policy. 

It is now their intention to appeal to the Apos- 
tolic Delegate to the United States to intercede 
in the conflict. That will be futile or worse, 
Those who set themselves up against the Arch- 
bishop in this controversy are vulnerable on two 
important counts. One is their offense against 
the principle, as the Archbishop put it, of “equal- 
ity of every soul before Almighty God.” The 
second is their challenging of ecclesiastical au- 
thority. 

Whatever may be said of a rule providing for 
segregation in public schools, such a practice in 
schools professing Christianity runs counter to 
the very essence of Christ’s teachings. The same 
issue arose in February, 1944, concerning the ad- 
mission of Negro Catholics to St. Louis Univer- 
sity, and it was settled some time later by grant- 
ing them admission. 

In a notable sermon on Feb. 11, 1944, the Rev. 
Claude Herman Heithaus, S.J., speaking before 
the student body at mass, said: 

Ignorance is the school of race prejudice, 
and provincialism is its tutor. Its memory 


is stuffed with lies and its mind is warped by 
emotionalism. Pride is its book and snob- 
bery is its pen. It blinds the intellect and 
it hardens the heart. Its wisdom is wonder- 


ful and fearful, for it never learns what is 

true, and it never forgets what is false. 

These words deserve repetition now. The new 
Archbishop of St. Louis, exemplifying them, has 
shown himself a man of courage and a man of 
determination. 
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The Salvation Army opposes the long skirt as 
wasteful.

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Dream Home Dreamer 


The national housing shortage will be over 
within two years, according to a New York build- 
ing financier, George W. Warnecke, whose pre- 
diction sounds fine, but whose reasons do not 
sound quite so fine. 

“There has been a big pick-up since July 1 in 
the morale of builders,” reports Mr. Warnecke, 
but he does not report on the morale of home- 
seekers since any date at all, and we suspect it 
is exactly where it has been since the war's end 
—i.e., dragging the ground. 

Cost stabilization is another element that 
brightens the housing picture, says Mr. War- 
necke, but he does not say what good it is go- 
ing to do talstabilize costs far above the ability 
of the home-seeker to pay. 

The 1949 home which Mr. Warnecke predicts 
for just about everybody sounds wonderful, as 
mentioned before; but circumstances being what 
they are, we will take ours with vanilla. 
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Champagne is a war preventer, according to 
a French authority. We don’t know about that, 
but it makes it easier to put up with the present 
kind of peace. 
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Poetry Without Werts 

L. A. G. Strong, the British poet, novelist, 
anthologist and teacher, is mighty right when he 
says many teachers teach children to dislike 
poetry. Schools have, in fact, done a lot to 
spread the notions that poetry is not a thing that 
can be understood by most people, and that it 
is stilted, artificial and effeminate. 

Teachers have been guilty of some pretty 
heinous offenses against children’s natural love 
of poetry. 


They have forced children self-conscious with 


adolescence to recite “The mountain and the 
squirrel had a quarrel, and the former called 
the latter ‘Little Prig,’” and “Hail to thee, 
blithe spirit! Bird thou never wert!” 

What’s worse, they have forced them to recite 
it in front of other children, who know better. 
Shelley's lines about the skylark are beautiful to 
an adult, but to a child the idea of saying “wert” 
in the presence of other children is a monstrous 
kind of indecency. 

Emerson’s verses about the mountain and the 
squirrel are twaddle at any age; they try to be 
lightly fanciful, and succeed in being sermoniz- 
ing in a way that is offensive to everyone except, 
too often, teachers with little children in their 
power. 

Why not acquaint children with robustious, ex- 
citing, manly poems, poems that beat with a 
strong pulse and flow with quick blood and are 
real words about things children know to be 
real—Alfred Noyes’ “The Highwayman,” for 
instance, and Stephen Benet’s “Ballad of William 
Sycamore,” and Vachel Lindsay’s throbbing 
“Congo.” 

“The wind was a torrent of darkness among 
the gusty trees” can make a child’s scalp tingle 
as well as a grown-up’s. And when a poet 
writes My father, he was a mountaineer, his fist 


was a knotty hammer,” a child can have a com- 


forting feeling of reassurance that he is not go- 
ing to run into a “wert” in the next line. 
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The Secret Service, which has failed in an 18- 
year search for a war hero, can take a crumb 
of comfort. After all, it isn’t as though it were 
the Northwest Mounted Police.

As Gunther Stein recently pointed out 
in the New Republic, numerous economists 
have concluded that more steel capacity 
is needed if full employment is to be sus- 
tained. 


Steel and Employment 


For example, Dr. ee H. Bean of the 
Department of Agricu ure presents some 
interesting figures on the relation of steel 
output to total employment in all indus- 
tries. In 1900, we produced about one half 
ton of steel for each person employed. By 
1929 the figure had risen to 1.35 tons per 
job, and by 1941 to 1.7 tons per job. 

“If we take this rising trend in steel pro- 
duction per job opportunity in prosperity 
years at 1.8 tons for the years 1947-50,” says 


Dr. Bean, “a total employment in civiliah 
jobs of 58,000,000 would require over 100,- 
000,000 tons of steel.“ . 


His figures are supported by other 
studies. Both the Department of Labor 
and the Department of Commerce estimate 
steel needs at around 100,000,000 tons dur- 
ing the next few years, 


But the steel industry is producing 85,- 
000,000 tons this year and clearly does not 
plan to produce much more. 

And it will meanwhile fight to the last 
ditch attempts of outsiders like Henry 
Kaiser to do better.

Judging by the Past 


Somebody once accused the Government 
of promoting “planned scarcity.” Here we 
have a glaring example of “planned scarc- 
ity” promoted by the private government of 
steel. 


The steel men are standing pat because 
they think America can’t consume more 
steel. And they think so, as their own ex- 
planations make clear, because they have 
their eyes fixed on the past. They measure 
potential demand for automobile steel by 
what that demand was in 1929; for rails, 
they look back to 1926; for trucks, 1937. 


In other words, the steel men are think- 
ing in terms of a 60 billion dollar or an 80 
billion dollar economy, whereas the nation 
is now running at a rate far in excess of 
200 billion dollars and must continue to do 
so, even after the peak of inflation has 
been leveled off, if our working force of 
60,000,000 people is to keep on working. 

The Government of the United States, in 
adopting the Employment Act of 1945, laid 
down a full employment policy aimed at a 
200 billion dollar economy. 

The private government of the steel in- 
dustry does not believe in that policy, and 
in its own.decisions has countermanded it.

“The Always Restless” 


THE KID, by Conrad Aiken. (Duell, Sloan & Pearce, 

New York. 

An exciting literary experience awaits 
readers of “The Kid.” In the early pages, 
the Kid is William Blackstone, known only 
vaguely to history as the man who lived 
for seven years before the “first settlers” 
arrived on the spot that is now Boston 
Common. He moved on, lost his books and

perhaps moved again 

—a courageous, ad- 
} venturous spirit in 

search of something 

always beyond his 
discovering. In the 
later poems, the 
ghost of Blackstone 
appears over and:

Few poets have achieved the sustained 
sweep, the exalted overview of the growth 
of a country and a people, that Mr. Aiken 
has:

And eastward, quartering, countering the 
sun, 

a maze of lazy voices buzzing all as one,

Three separate poems deal with the 
theme of persistent search in the face of 
increasing complexities as the new world 
becomes known. In “The First Vision,” 
the Kid arrives in the wilderness: 

Here, to be first, is not to find: 
here, to be first, is the first mind. 
Here, to be first, ts not to claim, 
but to give lonely truth a name. 


This “lonely truth” does not long remain 
something to be contained within a name, 
and as the Kid moves on, he discovers with- 
in himself “two sister voices”: 


as if two angels in his soul 

leaned in debate from pole to pole: 

argument, as of night and day, 

whether 'twere wise to go or stay. 

“The Last Vision” contains refrains from 

popular ballads of railroading, steamboat- 
ing and the sea, and makes use of themes 
and phrases established in earlier poems 
in the series. The intensity of the rhythms 
and of the poetic imagery increases as the 
Kid, under many names, continues his wan- 
derings, and the last poem ends with these 
lines suggestive of Whitman, Melvule, 
Thoreau and Dickinson:

HE name of any crab dish 
T sounds like a delicious treat. 

Crabmeat is one of the sweet- 
est flavored and most delicately 
textured of any of the shell 
fish if it is properly prepared, The 
most practical source of the meat 
is that found in cans and there 
are two varieties that may be ob- 
tained. Regular canned crabmeat 
has been processed like any other 
canned food. n crabmeat 
packed in tin must be kept in the 
frozen state until it is ready for 
use. The latter has the flavor of 
freshly cooked crab and is most 
delicious if it is obtained shortly 
after it has been packed. This 
meat becomes tough in from two 
to three months after it is packed 
and tough crabmeat is certainly 
no delicacy. Experimental studies 
by tke National Fish and Wild 
Life Departments show that tough- 


„ness develops with the age of the 


meat and therefore it should be 
dated so that the cofsumer will 
have the assurance of getting a 


high quality product.
